OENOUD to be Swiss literary agent who helped CARAVEL to escape into 
Switzerland after CARAVEL defected from the Abwehr in Belgium during 
World War II. Information dated 1953 indicated that OENOUD sold 
"HITLER's Table Conversations" to the PLAMMARION Publishing Company 
in Paris, having acquired the power of attorney from the executors 
of Martin BORMANN's estate. 

b) ESZA 1142. 14 March 1957 (cited in EGMW 10959, l6 August 

1961) : Francois GENOUD was then living at Chalet Rosemont, Villars 

sur Ollon, Canton Vaud, Switzerland. GENCXJD was then connected with 
the Association Internationale des Amis du Monde Arabs Libre. (Source

c) OFPA 51177. 16 March I960 (cited in ECMW 10959. l6 August 

1961) : At that time GENOUD was living at Bd. de la Foret, Lausanne, 

Switzerland arc! was administrator of the Banque Conanerciale Arabs.

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d) OFBft 5189a. 22 April I960 (olted in E(MW 10959, 16 
Augast I 06 l) : Francois is listed aa a RECHEMBERQ contact. a 

specialist in Arab affairs and an ex-Abwehr agent. (Source 
was UNION). 



e) ECMA 58837* 21 May 1962? RABEMACHER after being 
recruited by HECHENBERG apparently sent hi a reports to 
RECHENBERG through QENOUD.
